Danish Economic. Crisis 


OW Unt the final figures. are available, 

it is quite evident that the Danish 
political crisis, the result of serious 
evonomic difficulties, has not been solved 
by the elections to the Potketing, the 
equivalent oof the British Hause of 
Commons. There has been a mild 
swing towards the Right and the 
Communists, as in every other country 
in the Western world. have lost further 
rround, but the change has not been so 
great ns to make ouny — sipnifleant 
(Hilierenee to the party line-ups. ‘The 
Social Demoerats Jost votes in some 
constituencies, but the over-all result, was 
a goin of two seats, giving them 59 seats 
out of a total of 19. The Conservatives 
and the Single Taxers recorde } a notable 
gain in votes without mustering more 
than 39 Keats us un combined group, In 
other words, there is no recourse except 2 
coalition to replace the minority govern- 
ment of the Social Democrats, which had 
managed to survive for nearly. three 
years, Denmark's problem is very similar 
to France's, She has a variation of the

London, Sept. 18. 


Although it is exactly a year today since 
sterling was devalued, it is still impossible to say 


whether it has proved a success or not, 


In turn- 


ing an alarming dollar deficit into a respectable 
surplus, it would appear to have done all it set 


out to do, but the question 


which is now being 


asked is: how much of the change has been due to 


devaluation and how much to luck? 


In the period immediate- 
ly” ‘before devaluation, 
American manufacturers, 
anticipating uu. decline in 
consumer spending at home 
and widespread devaluation 
abroad, allowed their stocks 
—especially of sterling ares 
commodities—to run very 
low.. This, of course, prac- 
tically sealed the fate of 


sterling, and if devaluation 


could have been avoided be- 
fore, it certainly could not 
be then. 

Even aft.r devaluation, the 
price of sterling, area commodl- 
ties did not rise immediatzly. 
In fact, it was not until the ex- 
pected Slump Jn Amirica turned 
into a full-scale boom—which 
could not have’ been forsecn by 
those responsible for devaluing 
Bterling—that the price of our 
commoditics began to overtake 
thelr pre-devaluation levels, 


STEPPING UP 


‘In this respect, our freatly 
increased earnings from sterling 
Qrea. commoditics is not ro 
much due’ to d:vuluation an to 
the record-breaking level of 
American business activity, 

Nor have our exports of 
manufactured goods risen to the 
extent expected when sterling 
was devalued. True, there has 
been some stepping up in de- 
mand for sterlingt area goods jn 
America, but this does not 
for our better 

balance of payments position. In 
fact, it has had Iess effect than 

the cutting down of our dollar 
imports—a move which was de- 
eided on by the Commonwealth 

Finance Ministers before de- 
vsluation. 

In this context it fs interest- 
ing to recall what the Interna- 
‘onal Monetary Fund sald in its 
lest annual report: “The Fund 
hos repeatedly stated that de- 
valuation by itself cannot provide 
an adequate solution to the pay- 
ments problem... The Uevalua- 
tions can be only the beginning 
of a diMcult process of which 
the Immediate purpose {s to im- 
vrove dollar payments and tha 
ultimate purpose {ts to esteblish 
convertibility. of — currencics, 
with a view to extending or 
widely as possible the multilas 
ternal structure of world trade 
ont the most ¢@conomle alloca- 
tlon of the resources of produc- 
tlon.” .
